Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative presented the arguments that one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated by Guard to modify Guru by taking measurements with the 
beam off as Guard discloses further motivation for problems occurring as a result of this. Applicant's representative 
further presented that the method of Guru would not function with the beam off as no data collection would be possible 
in that case. Applicant's representative then presented the motivations and reasoning of the applicant with respect to 
why the beam is off in the disclosed invention. The examiner conceeded that the types of data being collected and the 
data collection process of Guru and Guard do differ from the invention as disclosed, in particular, the distinction of the 
type of data collected in the disclosed invention (dark data) is distinct from that of either reference. The examiner 
proposed that this distinction be incorporated into the claim language to further show that, even assuming the 
motivation of Guard to turn the beam off in order to compensate for gain offsets, the invention is directed to solving a 
different type of problem. The examiner further suggested incorporating the proposed ammendment of 8/1/2006 and 
that an update search would be performed in order to advance procecution in a timely fashion.
